A most important matter is an item 


in the naval appropriation bill pro- 
viding for the construction of a spec- 
ial type of patrol boat suitable for 
operations on inland rivers in China 
for the protection of American busi- 
ness men and missionaries due to the 
condition of anarchy and 
banditry 


that has developed in China in re- 
cent years. 
Another ma^er ;s'a bill which hjjjj 


been-fbeft>re0,!6tfhgr«ss'-for more thajn 
two years providing for the retufn 
of the surplus Boxer indemnity which 
amounts to $15.000,000 
Still other 


matters are amendments to the China 
trade act passed years ago. but which 
has been practically unworkable' in 
the form passed and another measure 
providing: improvements to the bill 
passed 
in 
3906 creating- a United 


States court for China. 


American residents in China, num- 


bering about 10.000 are also inter- 
ested in the Philippine independence 
matter owing to the hearing of the

8 — What Prime 


Minister Baldwin will do now that his 
party has no majority over the com- 
bined laborite and Liberal opposition 
and how the administration of 
the 


press, the politicians and his majes- 
ty's ministers are trying to find an- 
swers. 


Since the premier returned to Lon- 


don from the scene of his personal lo- 
cal triumph at Bewdley, he has kept 
silent and none of the leaders of the 
Conservative party has made a pub- 
lic statement. Thus the newspapers 
and the people can speculate at will 
and they are taking full advantage of 
the opportunity One favorite guess, 
and the Daily Express states it as a 
fact—is that Mr. Baldwin will resign 
both the prime minlstershlp and the 
leadership of the Conservatives. But 
such action would not settle the pro- 
blem of how to carry on the govern- 
ment, as It is obvious that his succes- 
sor, to which ever party he might be- 
long, could not command a sufficient 
majority of his own followers in the 
House of Commons to enable him to 
conduct the administration. 


Political writers In the morning 


newspapers exhaust their ingenuity In 
seeking a solution of the parliament- 
ary impasse and submit many sugges- 
tions 
Nearly all of these turn on 


two alternatives: Either that some 
coalition Is possible or that the Con- 
servatives, as the 
strongest 
party 


numerically, will continue the gov- 
ernment by the sufferance of the op- 
position parties. 
Such an arrange- 


ment it is admitted, would produce a 
colorless administration, as anything- 
of a contentious nature would hav« 
to be excluded from the government's 
program w-ith the result that there 
could b elittle progress in legislation. 
Nevertheless, it is argued, this solu- 
tion might avert the necessity of an- 
other election, which nobody -wishes. 
The prospect of a coalition, however,

By JOSEPHINE VAN DE GUIPT 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8.— "Within ten 
years birth control clinics will excite 
no more comment than school houses: 
charitable institutions 
will 
largely 
have disappeared, and the little short 
word "finis" will have been written 
over the tragedy of the unwanted 
child." 


Margaret Sanger, foremost propon- 


ent of birth control, clad in "a frock 
of black, becomingly 
frllle d with 


white, a bunch of violets at her belt, 
thus jubilantly predicts a future bas- 
ed upon the successful operation of 
the first birth control clinic here. 
For 11 months, 
she reveals, the 


clinic has been secretly operating at 
the headquarters of 
the 
American 


Birth Control League. 104 Fifth ave- 
nue, during which time it has given 
contraceptive information 
to 
900 


women, turned away twice as Kany 
more and answered 65,000 
letters 


from women in all parts of the coun- 
try.

Home Dry-Cleaning

Evcryon^ should know that gaso- 


line, benzine, naphtha and similar 
products are highly inflammable and 
"xplosive and should be kept away 
from an open flame. There Is that 
unfortunate individual who lights a 
match to sec if his gas tank ig empty 
or uses gasoline to start a fire in the 
kitchen stove, but'most of the victims 
of gasoline explosions are those who 
thoughtlessly use gasoline for dry 
cleaning in the home. 


Serious accidents from the use of 


gasoline, 
often 
resulting 
in 
fatal 


burns and heavy fire losses, are' an 
almost daily occurrence. 


Gasoline is inflammable, but that 


is perhaps the least of its dangers. 
As long as it remains in the liquid 
state it is comparatively harmless, 
but at ordinary temperature it eva- 
porates quickly and the vapor, when 
mixed with the proper proportion of 
air. forms a very explosive mixture. 
In fact, a gralloB of gasoline mixed 
with air at the point of such propor- 


tion may have the explosive force of 
80 pounds of dynamite. 


A spark will ignite the mixture as 


easily as a lighted match and it also 
can .be ignited by incandescent ma- 
terial when heated above the igni- 
tion point. 
The vapor may take fire 


many fe.et from the gasoline itself 
and spread back to the container. 
The vapor is heavier than air and re- 
mains close to the floor; consequently 
open windows will not always carry 
it off. To use gasoline in a basin or 
tub indoors is to invite disagter. 
To 


use it outdoors Js less dangerous but 
not to be recommended. 


Of course, home cleaning at times 


is more or less- necessary and there 
are plenty of cleaning compounds on 
the market which are non-inflamm- 
able and non-explosive) and equally 
good for cleaning purpose.s. "When it 
is necessary to keep gasoline, naph- 
tha or any combustible fluil in the 
house it should be kept in approved 
safety cans and the quantity in the 
building should be kept as low as 
possible. 
In most large cities local 


regulations fix the maximum amount 
which can be k'ept in"'a building. 


Europe 22 Years Behind U. S. A. 


In Development of Telephone 


Cotton Ginning 


Report Is Issued 


In telephone development Europe 


is 22 years behind America. It has 
only 1.2 telephones to a 100 people 
and this state of development was 
attained in the United States in 1900. 
Of the 
22,000,000.000 telephones In 


the world, 
14,000.000 
are in this 


country, making 12.7 stations to ev- 
ery 100 people as compared \vith Eu- 
rope's 1.3 instruments to every 100 
inhabitants. 


The American people, who number 


but 6 per cent, of the total popula- 
tion of the globe, have for their use 
63 per cent, of all the world's tele- 
phones. Europe with a population of 
more than four times that of the 
United States has only 25 per cent, 
of the telephones in the world and 
all other countries combined possess 
but 12 per cent, of the stations in ex- 
istence. 


These figures and others bearing on 


telephone development have just been 
received by Manager H. O. Bans, of 
th Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company, in a pamphlet en- 
titled "Telephone and Telegraph Sta- 
tistics of the World." This shows that 
only 20 per cent, of the world's' tele- 
phones are under government owner- 
ships. The remaining 71 per cjnt. are 


owned and operated by private en- 
terprises. It is shown in the compila- 
tion that nothing has been achieved 
under public 
ownership 
even 
ap- 


proaching the extent of telephone ser- 
vice attained by private undertakings 
in the United States. 


Manager 
Eanes states 
that 
the 


pamphlet shows' that outside of this 
country the telephone has reached its 
highest development in relation to 
population in Canada and Denmark, 
where a large majority of the sta- 
tions are owned and operated by pri- 
vate companies. Although behind the 
United States in telephone 
develop- 


ment, these two countries are 
well 


ahead of the great powers of Europe 
where government ownership is in 
force. 
Germany has only 3.3 tele- 


phones for every 100 people, Great 
Britain and rleland have only 2.1 
and France has only 1.3. 


Rural telephone lines, so numerous 


in this country, are practically un- 
known in Europe. The development 
In foreign countries has been almost 
entirely in the larger cities. One-third 
of all telephones in Great Britain a.nd 
Irela'nd are in London and one-third 
of all the telephones in France are 
in Paris.
